INDEPENDENT AUDITORS’ REPORT 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the 
Town of Temple, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 31, 
2004 which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as 
listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility 
of the Town of Temple’s management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our 
audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in 
all material respects, the respective financial position of the governmental 
activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the 
Town of Temple, as of December 31, 2004, and the respective changes in 
financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof and the respective 
budgetary comparison for the General Fund for the year then ended in 
conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America. 

As described in Note 18, the Town has implemented several new 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statements, which has resulted in 
the restatement of beginning fund equity balances of several funds, and has 
established net assets for governmental activities. 

The Town has not presented a Management’s Discussion and Analysis that 
Governmental Accounting Standards Board has determined is necessary to 
supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic financial statements.

BUDGET ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Budget Advisory Committee began the year of 2005 meeting its goal of 
stabilizing Temple’s annual town budget. However, the taxpayers at the annual 
town meeting voted to approve all warrant articles, as well as add to the budget 
for snowplowing and additional legal costs. 

Because of the great work by all of the department heads in saving money, 
the selectmen were able to use the budget surplus, as well as the huge revenue 
increase from land use change tax, to offset the tax rate increase by $120,000, 
leaving a smaller effect on Temple’s rate in November. The BAC met with the 
selectmen to determine the rate of repay on the bond to purchase a large piece 
of land near the town center, agreeing that a ten year repay would be better than 
a five year to help stabilize any increase. 

Looking ahead at the 2006 town meeting, the BAC hopes the taxpayers will 
attend, and focus on what can be done with next year’s tax rate. The BAC and 
the selectmen continue to discuss the budget, trying to stabilize to last year’s 
tax rate. Any additional spending on warrant articles will have a measurable 
increase on the tax rate. The BAC is still determining ways to incorporate 
capital reserves to help with future expenses of the town. We met with the 
Capital Improvement Committee and expressed our concerns. 

My many thanks to all of the members of the Budget Advisory Committee 
and to the Selectmen that attended our meetings throughout the year.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 2005 


As the year 2006 is now upon us, we would like to express our deepest 
gratitude to all the Employees, Board Members — Elected and Appointed, 
Committee Members and all the Volunteers of the Town of Temple for their 
dedication and valuable help in managing Town affairs and making Temple a 
very special place to live. 

2005 was an exciting and interesting year in our Town of Temple. 
Some of the highlights in 2005 include the following: the Town purchased a 
64+ acre parcel near the center of Town for $399,000.00 on a ten-year bond 
with payments beginning in 2006. The Temple-Greenville Police Cooperative 
was formed and began in May. Temple realized an approximate savings in the 
2005 budget of approximately $40,000.00. Renovation of the cupola at the 
Town Hall, along with the beginning construction of an addition to the Town 
Hall was started. A $225,000.00 Grant from the Federal Government has been 
awarded to the Town of Temple for the Town Hall project through 
Representative Charlie Bass’s office. The Highway Department purchased and 
has put into service a new Dump Truck at a cost of approximately $85,000.00, 
which has been paid for. The Town’s portion of the 2005 tax rate remained 
constant. The school portion of the 2005 tax rate increased by approximately 
$1.74, this was reflected in your 2005 tax bill. 

These and many other accomplishments could not have happened 
without the involvement of the citizens of Temple. The lively debate and input 
on these and other decisions required the Board to give more scrutiny and 
thought to the issues than may have otherwise been used. 

The Selectboard urges all Citizens to continue to voice your opinions, 
participate in Town activities and above all stay involved.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM 
COMMITTEE REPORT 


The New Hampshire legislature established RSA §674:5-8 to encourage towns 
to develop Capital Improvement Plans in order to anticipate and plan 
financially for major expenses. Temple’s first Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) 
was developed in 2004 with assistance from all of the Town’s departments. 
That Plan was intended as a living document that would be updated each year 
to reflect the Town’s changing needs. 

In 2005 the Committee again met with the heads of each Town 
department to discuss each item in the prior plan as well as any additional 
expenses that they envisioned. Again this year, the data was entered into a 
computer spreadsheet that allowed the Committee to assess the impact of 
different acquisition dates and financing approaches for all projects. 

Major differences between the original and updated plans are: 
Highway: The new dump truck was bought and paid for in 2005. The State’s 
reimbursement for bridges is being delayed due to funding and this may delay 
Temple’s schedule. 

Fire: The recommendation to refurbish the rescue truck has been 
changed to purchase a new vehicle due to its age/condition and the 
strong possibility that Homeland Security would fund this acquisition in 
large part. The Department’s recommendation is that the Town acquire a 
second pumper truck at some point in the near future. The Committee has 
included this expense in the Plan but would have a subcommittee assess this 
expense. 

Police: The impact of the merger of the Greenville and Temple forces on the 
cruiser fleet will not be determined for a few more years. The anticipation is 
that the co-op will continue to replace cruisers on an eight-year cycle and that 
Temple’s share of the cost will remain at 38%. 

Buildings: The Committee has recommended that discussions regarding the 
Municipal Building and relocation of the Highway Garage be placed on hold 
until the Selectmen appoint a committee to evaluate possible uses of the 
Skladany land and that committee has made its recommendations. Both the 
Municipal Building and parts of the Library need to be re-roofed. 

The chart on the facing page summarizes the recommended expenses 
for each of the first ten years of the study. Copies of the detailed report are 
available in the Selectmen’s office.

TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


For the tax year April 1, 2004 through March 31, 2005, the Town received 6 
Reports of Wood or Timber Cut. Yield taxes assessed for these harvesting 
operations totaled $16,900.58. As of January 25, 2006, 5 Intents to Cut have 
been filed with Town for the current tax year. Over the past year the number of 
timber harvests seemed to have leveled off and is running pretty consistent with 
the prior year. The red oak market has softened considerably in comparison to it 
peak pricing and demand of the past several years. Markets for white pine, 
sugar maple, hardwood & softwood pulp, and whole tree chips remains strong 
however. A wet year along with a very mild winter has hampered the industry, 
however as a result of limited supply the demand for forest products in our area 
is still very high. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood or 
timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an Intent to 
Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The exception to this 
is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs or up to 20 cords of fuel 
wood for either their own use or for a land conversion. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax years runs 
from April Ist to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation or 
by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the Town 
specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 percent 
yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the job is not 
completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut must still be 
filed by April 15th. At that time, a new Intent to Cut should be filed to renew 
the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st but will be completed by 
June 30th, a 60-day extension may be granted without having to renew the 
permit. To do this the Selectmen must be notified in writing by the Owner, 
prior to April 15th. Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be 
harvested are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to 
Cut, a supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes. 

Landowners considering a timber harvest should be aware that there are 
State harvesting regulations that must be followed. If you have any questions 
regarding this or the permitting process, you can contact me through the 
Selectmen’s Office.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Under New Hampshire law, the Conservation Commission is reponsible for the 
protection of the natural and watershed resources in Temple. The Commission 
also offers public education on conservation issues and reviews proposals to 
alter wetlands. 

During 2005, the Commission continued its work with individual 
landowners interested in learning more about conserving their land for future 
generations and also placed resource information in the library for residents 
who are interested in learning more about land preservation options. It also 
completed Temple’s first Natural Resources Inventory and formally submitted 
it to the Planning Board for inclusion in the Temple Master Plan. The next step 
is the creation of a Conservation Plan for the town. 

Public education efforts included an exhibit at the Harvest Festival and a 
series of hikes introducing residents to trails at the Town Forest, Chris Weston 
Conservation Area, Kendall Ledge, the Colburn-Weston Farm, the woodlands 
at the old General Miller Homestead, and Temple Mountain. In June, the 
Commission published its first newsletter, which described different aspects of 
natural resource protection in Temple and the Monadnock region. 

The Commission reviewed construction projects with wetlands impact in 
conjunction with the NH Department of Environmental Services and has been 
involved in reviewing a proposed 34-lot subdivision bordering Pack 
Monadnock for its potential impacts on the hydrology of the steep slopes and 
on the viewscape. 

The town earned a special honor for conservation this year when the 
Monadnock Conservancy awarded Temple its Faulkner Award for excellence 
of collaboration among residents, our various boards, and the Conservation 
Commission. All Temple residents can be proud of that recognition.

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MILFORD AREA MEDIATION 


The Milford Area Mediation Program closes another successful year of 
providing mediation services to Milford and the thirteen surrounding towns and 
villages. The support of Hillsborough County 6% funding, local voters, 
program revenues and individual donations continue to demonstrate the wide 
support of the program. 

During the past year, the Program Coordinator took a leave of absence that 
eventually lead to her resignation. There was a transisiton period of four 
months before a new Program Coordinator was hired in November. During 
these four months, one of the mediation volunteers contracted services with the 
town of Milford to ensure continued operations of the Milford Area Mediation 
Program. The program is beginning a new stage of revitalization with 
community outreach to facilitate additional clientele. 

A new project for the program was Peer Mediation Training offered and 
completed at Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School. This program will 
continue to be offered throughout the catchment area next year. 

With careful budget management and the additional funds, the program was 
able to honor the volunteers (both active and potential) with a tea at K.D. 
Crumbles in Milford as well as a holiday celebration. There was also funding to 
train volunteers (in conjunction with other agencies). Membership to the New 
Hampshire Mediation professional group was also funded for active volunteers. 
A concentrated, focused effort will continue to be made to recruit new 
volunteers for the program. There are five individuals who have completed the 
application process, and the goal is to begin training in early 2006. 

I look forward to the coming year. New volunteers will be trained and 
prepared to mediate. The goal will be to continue to serve more area residents 
through mediation and referrals to secondary agencies.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 


As you know, Monadnock Family Services is active in your community, 
providing quality mental health services to anyone who needs them regardless 
of their ability to pay. 

Once again, MFS is asking for your financial support to help underwrite the 
cost of services we provide to the uninsured and underinsured individuals in 
your town. Based on figures from the 2002 population estimates from the NH 
Office of State Planning, we are asking for the equivalent of $1.25 per capita, 
which for your town amounts to $1,753.75. 

We ask for your continued consideration and support of our request. The 
cost to MFS to serve the uninsured has increased steadily with rising treatment 
costs and more people seeking subsidized services. The cost of serving the 
uninsured and underinsured residents of the Monadnock Region has averaged a 
half a million dollars annually for the past four years. United Way funds and 
town subsidies cover about a third of this significant expense. Our services to 
uninsured adults are further jeopardized as state regulations prohibit us from 
supplementing non-funded or under-funded services with state funds. 

Your ongoing support of our work is deeply appreciated, and we hope that 
our partnership in caring for the residents of Temple will continue. We work 
very hard to keep out costs down, and to identify, whenever possible, alternate 
sources of funding for this population. 

If you have questions, or require more information, a representative from 
the agency will be happy to speak with you. 

Again, your support is very important to us. By working together, we help 
to insure our communities remain healthy and vital places to live, work and 
grow.

In 2005, HCS - Home Healthcare, Hospice and Community Services continued 
to provide home care and community services to the residents of Temple. The 
following information represents HCS’s activities in Temple over the past 
twelve months.

Regularly scheduled prenatal and well child care, hospice services and “Nurse 
Is In” clinics are also available to residents. Town funding partially supports 
these services. 

Financial Report 


The actual cost of all services provided in 2005 with all funding sources is 
$145,831.00. 

These services have been supported to the greatest extent possible by 
Medicare, Medicaid, other insurances, grants and patient fees. Services that 
were not covered by other funding have been supported by your Town. 

For 2006, we request an appropriation of $1,750.00 to continue to meet the 
home care needs of Temple residents.

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PROJECT LIFT ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 


Project LIFT continues to offer free academic instruction to the Hillsborough 
community and neighboring towns. LIFT gave instruction to over 65 students 
in this past year. Areas of instruction were in basic reading, English, math, 
GED preparation, and computer basics. Our students primarily come from the 
town of Hillsborough but in this past year we served towns including: 
Hillsborough, Antrim, Bennington, Deering, Henniker, Jaffrey, Peterborough, 
Temple, Washington, Concord, Greenville, Westmoreland and Hancock. 

There continues to be a great need for GED preparation for many high 
school dropouts. Adults Education Programs throughout New Hampshire are 
examining this issue as well as Department of Education on a national level. 
Rural areas in New Hampshire do not have as many programs to serve all 
educational needs. LIFT is striving to increase communication with our school 
district administration to provide whatever assistance the program may be able 
to offer to young students in our communities. 

LIFT director has provided assistance to the District Task Force on the 
School Dropout Issue. LIFT director is also on a Your Learner Task Force 
Team in which several representatives from NH Adult Learner/Education 
Programs are meeting to examine the dropout situation. The Youth Learner 
Team is also creating protocols and guidelines for adult ed. programs that have 
youth learners as students. 

Nearly 500 students have been served in the Hillsborough LIFT office since 
1992 when Fuller Public Library first implemented the program. 407 of those 
students are from Hillsborough, Washington or Deering. 125 students have 
achieved their GED examination since 1992 with the average age of these 
students being 24. 

Nearly 200 volunteer tutors have been involved with the LIFT program. 
They teach many areas of academics on a one-on-one basis or to small groups 
of students. 

Areas of instruction also include studying for a driver’s license, writing 
resumes, budgeting, computer instruction, vocational assessment and college 
preparation. 

This has been a very successful year for continued collaboration with Even 
Start Family Literacy Program. In addition to the other services that Even Start 
provided, an evening adult education class is among them. Students are 
assessed through the LIFT program and attend classes in the evening at 
Southern NH Services. Even Start has been instrumental in the vocational 
assessment service as well as family literacy services. This program has filled 
in many gaps that LIFT could not fill for those students who could not meet 
during the day and who needed childcare when attending classes. 

LIFT meets with families who are referred by the high school to determine

educational options for students. We assess students to determine academic 
skill level. The director maintains status as a member of the Hillsborough Area 
Support Team as an educational advocate. The office also serves as a social 
services link for families in need of services. 

There has been no need to advertise our services to our community and area 
communities. There is a great need for opportunities for additional educational 
services in our own town and beyond. Project LIFT Literacy Program hopes to 
be able to provide many more years of free educational services to 
Hillsborough and surrounding communities.

TEMPLE FIRE/RESCUE DEPARTMENT 


This was a relatively quiet year for the Fire Dept. Although we had 15 fewer 
calls this year than in 2004, the incidents we encountered were bigger and more 
severe. As you can see by the call summary we had more structure fires both in 
Temple and the surrounding towns. We want to thank everyone for having their 
smoke detector and fire alarm systems fixed and cleaned as this year we 
dropped from 14 to three Automatic Fire alarm calls. 

The newly formed Rescue squad had a very busy year with a total of 60 
calls. The Rescue squad responded to all the auto accidents that the Fire 
Department was toned to. They also had numerous medical calls in town to 
respond to. The TVFD/Rescue squad responded this year to a total of 7 
accidents involving horse and rider. We would like to work with horse owners 
this year to possibly train and or get some of the town horse owners to join the 
rescue squad. We understand that accidents happen but we feel that we can 
provide more awareness and preparation in first aid if something were to 
happen while they were on the trails. We also hope that in working together, 
horse owners could provide the Fire Dept. with some training on how to handle 
horses should situations arise. 

Besides all the calls we went to, we had our monthly meetings, drills 
and maintenance. We also had training in the Flash Over Simulator at the NH 
Fire Academy this Spring, and we had the NH Fire Academy come to Temple 
this Fall to teach us about Propane fires and how to handle them. With the 
Propane training we were able to work with the Greenville and Lyndeborough 
Fire Departments. 

On September 11, 2005 we held an Open House where we unveiled our 
new Fire/Rescue Department sign on the front of the station, held 
demonstrations on how our Thermal Imager camera works and proper fire 
extinguisher use. We had displays of pictures from the past and from different 
training the department has done. Children were able to dress up as a 
firefighter, and Smokey the Bear made a special appearance. 

We would like to thank Deb Harling for 144 years of service to the 
TVFD. We would also like to welcome Art Kelly, Mark Nichols, John Walsh, 
Russ Wilson and Rebecca Wilson to the department. Ken Patria has returned 
safe from the Army and Michael Brampton is on Military leave with the Coast 
Guard overseas. 

TVFD and the Auxiliary always welcome people who are able to 
devote some time to our department. If you’re looking for a way to get involved 
in the town, come join us.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands work collaboratively to reduce the 
risk and frequency of wild land fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required 
for all outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open 
burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us 
to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information contact the 
Division of Forests & Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, 
with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme 
fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. This period of 
increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first 
such ban in several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest 
wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout 
towers 1s credited with keeping the fires small and saving several structures this 
season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the 
wildland urban interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest 
fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your 
roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate 
green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional 
information and homeowner recommendations are available at 
www.firewise.org.

2005 


In May of 2005, we started the first combined police department in the 
state of New Hampshire. Our overall goal is to provide both towns with 
better police services at a lower cost. In this short time, seven months, 
we have made significant progress towards this goal. The officers are on 
patrol for longer hours, seven days a week, resulting in over 150 arrests 
and 900 traffic stops. I have prosecuted approximately 20-30 cases 
every other week tn the district court. We are in the superior court more 
frequently for felony indictments. As time goes on, I am hopeful that 
our combined court caseload will go down as we get a handle on things. 

The goal for 2006 is to keep on this path of making both towns an 
even better place in which to live. This part of New Hampshire is 
rapidly growing and so are the problems. Temple and Greenville are 
now seeing problems that are associated with the use of drugs, such as 
heroin. The majority of burglary, bad check, and theft cases are directly 
linked to drug activity in both towns. We have applied for, and received, 
state and federal grants to help with purchasing equipment and manning 
extra patrols. 

The merger has been successful in both towns. This is due to the 
direct support from you, the citizens. The joint Board of Selectmen has 
met every month with me to ensure that things are going smoothly. My 
thanks to them for the tremendous job they have done. I know that this 
merger has been much easier with the help and support of the Temple 
and Greenville Highway Departments, Fire and Ambulance 
Departments, and town officials. This department has some of the best 
police officers in the state. I thank them for doing this tough job so well. 
Without their knowledge, enthusiasm and dedication, both towns would 
not be as safe as they are today.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Summer : 
It was a cold, wet spring with minor flooding, but otherwise uneventful. We did 
our usual grading and ditching of the gravel roads. George Ellis retired from the 
Highway Department and Steve Harling was hired into his place. 
In June, we received our new dump truck and immediately put it into 
service. The summer was quite dry so we were able to get a lot done. 
¢ Spread about 600 ton of gravel on Thomas Maynard Dr., about 650 ton 
on Peterboro Rd., 270 ton on Maplewood Dr., 300 ton on Twillingate 
Rd., and spread several hundred ton on various bad spots on roads 
around town. 
¢ Installed 220’ of underground drainage on Cutter Rd. and 130’ on Hill 
Rd. 
¢ Replaced a rotted out steel culvert under West Rd. by the fire pond with 
a plastic culvert. 
e Paved Cutter Rd. from Moran Rd. to Mansfield Rd. Paved, shimmed, 
and/or patched and sealed Hill Rd., Mansfield Rd., and Moran Rd. 


The Selectmen voted in August to accept Sara Dr. as a town road. This adds 
another 1600’ of road for the Highway Department to maintain. 

In early September, we began to prepare the bridge on West Rd. for 
replacement. Despite the fact that we sent our paperwork to the N.H. Wetland 
Boards in February, they dragged their feet on several issues and we did not get 
the needed permits until too late in the year to finish the project. The heavy 
rains came and the water levels were too high. We are planning to finish this 
project in the summer of 2006. 

I had an environmental evaluation done on the highway garage and 
property to comply with the EPA rules and regulations. They have decided to 
postpone the issue of the sand pile for the present giving us more time to deal 
with it. Only a few other minor problems were cited and taken care of. 


Winter: 

January was fairly calm with only a few small storms until we were slammed 
with about 24” of snow. February was typical with about 11 snowy or rainy 
days. The first half of March proceeded like the other winter months but 
culminated with a 14” snowstorm on Town Meeting day. Spring arrived shortly 
after. 

FEMA (the Federal Emergency Management Association) announced 
in April that the President of the US was proclaiming the snowstorms of 
January 22 and 23, and March 12 as local disasters. This offered financial aid 
for the snow removal that was done. Betsy Perry and I filled out all of the 
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necessary paperwork and documentation and the Town received about 
$26,000.00. 

October brought severe flooding in parts of western N.H. We made out 
all right even though we got 10-12” of rain in 8 days. We had a few good 
snowstorms in November and December. The temperatures fluctuated so we 
had more rain than snow. This is great for the snowplowing budget but very 
rough on the roads. 

It was voted on in the Town Meeting in March to add $25,000.00 to the 
driveway plowing budget, bringing the total up to $75,000.00. Thanks to the 
milder temperatures in November and December, and a fairly early spring, only 
about $63,000.00 of this budget was needed. The remainder went towards 
reducing taxes for 2006.
